On February 70, 2015, the Division of Child and Family Services (DCFS) released a

Request for Proposal (RFP) for funding through several federal grants and state revenue sources,

including Victims of Crime (VOCA). We were pleased to see several new applicants joining a

group of currently funded agencies dedicated to the prevention of incidents of family violence

and the provision of immediate shelter and related assistance to victims of family violence.
